. ; The Cromwell Coalpit has been pur- 
chased from Mr John Perriam by Messrs John 
Hayes and W. 'Williams, for the sum of £210. 
Hitherto the principal drawback to the success- 
ful working of this Valuable mine has been the 
want of sufficient water-power to work the 
pumps during dry weather ; the new proprietors, 
however,- have no auch difficulty to encounter; 
both are shareholders in the Westmoreland race, 
and the water at their command will, it is ex- 
pected, be amply sufficient to work the pumps 
all the year through. We sincerely wish Messrs 
Hayes and Williatus a larger measure of success 
in the venture than has been vouchaafed to their 
predecessors. 

A third share in the Mount Pisa water- 
race, with a proportionate interest in a sluicing- 
claim on the Lowburn, changed hands the other 
day for the sum of £200. Mr J. Werner was 
the vendor, and Messrs George Partridge and 
Thomas Wood, the remaining shareholders, were 
the purchasers. . 

A preliminary meeting of the newly- 
cmistitutcd Town Council was held in the Town- 
hail on Friday afternoon. The Mayor (Mr M. 
Fraer) presided ; and the Coimciltors present 
were Messrs Hawkins, Wright, Hayes, Shanly, 
and Pierce.— The Mayor explained that his chief 
object in convening the meeting was that steps 
might be taken towards appointing a Town-clerk 
and Rate-collector, as Mr Smythies was only 
performing the duties until a successor could be 
obtained. Ho (the Mayor) would suggest that 
the salary of the Town -clerk be fixed it £25 per 
annum, and that commission be allowed at the 
rate of 10 per cent, on rates and rents, and 2i 
per cent, on publicans’ license-fees. This would 
make the Clerk and Collector’s remuneration 
eijiiivalent to about £00 a year, which he thought 
was (juite sufficient for the work required to he 
perfijrmed. The collection of dog-tax within the 
Municipality might be advautageoualv performed 
by the police, who would do the work more, 
efficiently than any private individual. The 
Inspectorship of Nuisances might also he under- 
taken by the police-officer deputed to cfdlect the 
d<ig-t,ax.

The new tariff proposed by Mr Vogel 
in his Financial Statement is meeting with 
strenuous opposition on the part of iinporters 
tlirougbout the .Colony.

Mr Beckham trieil every punish, 
ment the law allowed without success Very 
few days ever intervened between his release and 
re.,arrest. His Worship then tried lenity, and 
the man who had submitted to fines and im- 
prisonment without any impression being made 
on him was deeply touched, and ultimately 
effectually cured by this seldom beneficial re- 
source. He for some time steadily maintained a 
character of respectabilit.y and sobriety, and' al- 
though an old man, act u.ally married a young j 
wife. The result of this change of life, or his [ 
former excesses is not, however, satisfactory, for j 
poor Tommy’s brain is reported as softening, and ‘ 
he is now an inmate of the Lunatic Asylum. |

An Education Bill has been introduced 
by Mr Vogel. He explained its provisions to be 
permissive in their character. The control of 
education matters in each district would be regu- 
lated by a Sobciol board elected by the School 
Committees. Instead of four kinds of rates, 
there would be a uniform rate on the capital 
value of property, ami an annual value rate on 
adults. Religious education was provided tor, 
but only at the end or commencement of school ; 
at least four hours' secular education were pro- 
vided for, The choice as tn religious education 
was to be left in the hands of parents and 
guardians. This permissive system would ulti- 
mately develop into a general system for the 
Colony, The differences of the regulations in 
the respective Provinces were not at present re- 
concilable. 



FIRE AT CARRIGKTON. 



Between nine 'and ten o’clock on Friday 
night, a fire broke out at Camckton, in a 
building khown as the Golden Link Hotel, 
lately vacated by Mr Thomas Hudson, and 
of which our townsman, Mr C. Coleloiigli, 
was proprietor. The building stood on the 
brow of the hill just at the entrance to Car- 
rickton, and the fiauies, fiinned by a strong 
northerly breeze, could be seen from a great 
distance. The place is quite seven miles dis- 
tant from Cromwell, but as Mr Oololonglr's 
building was almost the only one distinctly 
visible from Melmore-terrace in daylight, it 
was conjectured by a number of onr towns- 
people tliat the burning pile could be no 
other tiian tlie unfortunate Golden Link 
Hotel. The arrival of Mr .Alfred Short in 
Cromwell an hour later set all doubts at 
rest, and conjecture became certainty. Every 
vestige of the bnilding, save a few sheets of 
iron, was consumed in an incredibly short 
space of time. The Golden Link was about 
to be re-opened under the management of 
Mr Short, who had on the previous day been 
granted a license for the purpose. Fortu- 
nately, tlie house was empty, although tho 
stock-in-trade and a costly billiard-table were 
actually in process of conveyance to Carrick- 
ton wlien the fire broke out. Mr Colclough’s 
loss is a heavy one, — probably not less than 
£251). He bad just succeeded, a few days 
previously, in getting rid of a very trouble- 
some tenant, who had tried every possible 
means to prevent the lawful owner from re- 
gaining possession, and who is said to have 
openly threatened vengeance when he was 
at last compelled to leave the premises. The 
police have been actively endeavouring to 
find some chie to the origin of the disaster, 
but up to the time of our going to press their 
efforts had proved unavailing.

During the past few days a tliaw has si t in, 
and wo may expect shortly to see work gene- 
rally rosuiiied ni tlie ’district. A very un- 
easy feeling prevails, however, as to the 
future season’s water supply, which, from the 
exceptionally tliin coating of snow on the 
Dnostan range' #t present, is likely to fall far 
short of our requirements. Another season 
as adverse to tho mining industry as the past 
two have- been, and 1 am afraid Ot ago will 
witness a considerable exodus of its mining 
population. Tlie continued breaks in labour 
caused by frosts and droughts, cutting down 
the gold digger’s receipts to almost starvation 
[loint, must tell in the long-run, and if the 
reports continue encouraging from Port 
Darwin, I expect that far-off Eldorado will 
receive a large share of the bone and sinew 
of New Zealand, Jlen's minds are disgusted 
with the intermittent bestowals of Fortune’s 
favours in following the mining avocation 
here, and they think, and not without some 
show of reason, that it will be as well to risk 
the chances of a tropical climate as tn slowly 
wear out an existence in this sub-arctio one. 
Gloomy, but true, I believe. 

I wonder wliat the postal antiiorities are 
thinking about : their airangeiiients are evi- 
dently falling into a terrible state of disor- 
ganisation. If mail contractors undertake to 
convey mails in a specified time, why should 
they not be compelled to fulfil tlieir bonds ! 
Repudiation seems to be the order of the dav, 
and since the Califoi-nian iiiailniaii’s laches 
liave been condoned, the smaller fry seem to 
think it inoiinibBiit on them to follow suit. 
We are not a very important coimiiniiity, it 
may be, but reaily I think we have some 
grounds for complaint. We have occasion- 
ally three mails due from Dunedin at one 
time, and whether some of them ever do ar- 
rive, deponent knowetli not. I sometimes 
feel as foggy on the matter as the man in a 
small American State, wlien he was told they 
liad then a tri-weekly mail, which, as tlie 
obliging official informed him, " went up one 
week and fried to come down the next.” 
Quick .and regular postal commnnicatinn is a 
boon to any comm unity, but more especially 
to one so sequestered from the outside world 
as ours ; and if the Government will only 
look into and reform the abuse complained 
of, our grateful prayers will follow. 

There is very little to report on the subject 
of mining, if I except the disc ivery of some 
very excellent stone in the Aurora mine. An 
underground man.ager of considerable expe- 
rience, Mr John Wi lia-iis. late of the GoMen 
Link, having been appointed, he has insti- 
tuted a careful inspection of th i old workings, 
and lias app.iveiitly discovered that the for- 
mer workmm have in most instances left the 
quart’/, behind. 1 saw one prospect of nearly 
two dwts. of loose gild waslied to the dish, 
accompanied by some very rich specimens, 
nearly approaching in appearance to tlie ex- 
traordin.ary rich patch found in this lode, 
which caused a stir about three years ago. I 
am in good hopes that bright days are in 
store for the tributers. They have over 70 
tons of stone in the paddock, and as soon as 
the race c.m he repaired will commence crush- 
ing. 

Work lias been resumed in tlie Lucknow 
tniiii -1 : none of the tenders having been ac- 
cejited, day laoonr is again instituted. The 
rate of pro /ressioii will be understood when I 
state tliat the roc.c is, if possible, harder than 
ever.
